WASHINOTON, August 9. — The au 


nouncement of the capture by the allies 
of Yang-tsun, tha first objective point 
on the road to Pekin, was the supreme 
news from China today. The first word 
of the capture, which was effected Hst 
Monday, came in a bmf despatch to 
the sign&l bureau of the war depart- 
ment,! from Col. Shriven, the signal 
corps officer at Cb.e-1'oo. This despatch 
was as follows: 


CHE-FOO, August 9.—Signals, Wash- 


ington, August G. Yangtsun captured 
today. Wire UH. Need own transpor- 
tation. All well. 
SIIKIVEN. 


A half hour after the receipt of Col 


Shnven's message came a cablegram 
from General Chaffee to tho war depart 
rnent, giving additional details of tbe 
capture, which, it seems, was accom- 
plished at the cost of sixty casualties 
among the Americans. General Chaf- 
foe's cablegram was as follows: 


YANO TSUN, August G, VIA CUE Foo.— 


Yang-tsun occupied today. Wounded, 
Second Lieutenant Frank H. Long, 
Ninth United States infantry, moderate. 
Casualties about sixty men of Ninth, 
Fourteenth infantry and Battery F, Fifth 
artillery. 
Nearly all of Fourteenth. 


Will send names later. Largo number 
of tho men prostrated by heat and fa 
tigue.

Hardly loss important than these two 


despatches received by the war depart- 
ment was one from General Torauchi, 
the second in command of the allies, 
which was sent to the wai office of 
Japan and thence transmitted to the 
Japanese legation in this city. It said 
that the btrongtli of the international 
torces in China would total 50,000 men 
by August 15th and at that time the 
real advance upon I'ekin would com- 
mence. 
General Terauchi's despatch 


also said that on August 4tb, the date 
it was sent, the movement upon the 
Chinese capital had not begun. 
At 


first, this statement seemed incompre- 
hensible, in view of tho fact that fight- 
ing had already occurred between Tien 
Tsin and Pekin, bat the accompanying 
statement that the foreign internation- 
als would number 50,000 by August 
15th, when the real advance would be- 
gin, made clear the general meaning 
and reconciled it with General Chaffee's 
despatch. The present movement of 
the 16,000 foreign troops toward Pekin 
may be termed a reconnaissance. Tbe 
ciptnre of Yang-tsun is a stroko of 
strategical importance, in the fast ma- 
turing plans of the allies. It is fifteen 
miles beyond Tien Tsin and a little less 
than a quarter of the distance to Pekin. 
Col. Shriven's remark, "Wire us," has 
much meaning. It is believed to indi- 
cate that telegiaphic communication 
between the advancing column and 
Tien IVin is complete, and makes pos- 
sible the speedy transmission oi mef- 
sagos to and from the front. Tho fact 
that Yang-tsnn was taken on the day 
after the battle at Pietsang is termed 
highly successful achievement, as it 
was thought to be a stronghold whose 
capture might occasion the allies con- 
siderable trouble.

HUMBERT'S OBSEQUIES. 


Not To Be Protested. 


WASUISOTON, August 9.—The state de- 


partment has received a cablegram Irom 
Consul General Goodnow at Shanghai, 
announcing that a contingent of British 
forces had been landed for the protec- 
tion of the foreign settlement. 
While 


no protest had been made by tho Amer- 
ican consul, the merchants in Shang 
hai disapproved Admiral Seymour's ac- 
ion, on the ground that it would ex- 
ilo the anti-foreign Chinese. It has been 
earned at the state department that this 
government will enter no protest, be- 
ieving it to bo tbo right of any power 
o laud troops for tha protection of ita 
.ubjects, when 
they ore deemed in 


danger.

WASHINGTON, August 9.—The clash ut 


Lrang Tsun betweeen the allies and tho 
Chinese had been anticipated with great 
inxicty by the officials hero, for it was 
nought that the engagement would 
irove a tremendous one.

nese were believed to number upwards 
of 30,000 and to bo very strongly in- 
trenched. 


HOME, August 9.—With as much sim- 


plicity as tho last rites of a king would 
permit, the remains of the lute King 
Humbert of Italy received their lust 
honors and tributes from his loving 
country today. The casket containing 
his body, borne on a gun carriage, pre- 
ceded by bia general nide-d«-euaip, car- 
rying his sword, followed by his fa- 
vorite war horso, and surrounded by 
those who wore closest to him in the 
councils ofetato, was deposited, after an 
imposing ceremony, in tho Pantheon 
hare.

TO PROTECT WILLS. 


A Connecticut Judge's Plan For Carrying 


Out a Testator's Wishes. 


Tho only practical and simple scheme 


for tho prevention of attacks on wills is 
that proposed by Judge John II. White of 
Hartford and defeated by the legislature 
of 189.1. It provides that every person on 
making a will may deposit it with a legal 
officer, who shall give public notice that a 
will has been so offered, nnd that all who 
wish to attack tho capacity of tho testator 
shall have a certain time in which to offer 
evidence and bring the matter to a deci- 
sion. If no objection to the testator's ca- 
pacity is made within the time specified, 
the will cannot bo attacked on that ground 
Mfto-rJiU death. 


The contents of tho will are not dis- 


closed oven to its custodian. 
Xo one has 


any ground to attack it because ho is left 
out or guts less than he thinks ho should 
li.-iviv Evidently people will think twice 
about attacking the testamentary capacity 
of a man -who is there to defend himself, 
especially when they are uncertain how ho 
has dcvJM-d his property and may be bit- 
ing off their own noses. As Mr. riwnellur 
remarked about the rooms at Bevis Markis, 
"The contingent advantages are extraor- 
dinary." Under this law there would be 
no premium on will breaking. 


The proposed law does not require any 


one to deposit his will. It merely gives to 
every person nn opportunity to make sure 
that his intentions regarding his property 
blmll be carried out and a growing scandal 
diminished. 


Another Idea is that tho legislature puss 


an act directing tho jndgu in his charge to 
the jury, in cases of \\ill contests, to in- 
struct them us to the weight of evidence 
and the \ordiet that is demanded by tho 
law. Those will cases present questions (if 
law about which the judge knows more 
than 1 hr jury, and we can conceive-ot no 
more infamous practice than that of break- 
ing a will on technical points when tho 
intent of the testator is clear. Something 
should IK- done to stop this continued and 
growing raid upon wills.—Hartford Times. 


Aluminium a.» a' Ifoitndatlon and Cow It 


U Used. 


In this era of reconstruction through 


which New York is passing even nosos 
come in Jtor their share of remodeling and 
rebuilding. So many people are afflicted 
•with a disllguring discasewhich eats away 
the bones of the nose and face that "plus- 
tic surgery" I'tts felt culled ou to flnd 
means to restore broken or decayed nosos 
(o their original beauty or even to im- 
j.rove on that. 


Dr.- Robert Weir was among the first to 


discover a practical solution. He experi- 
mented with some success in transplant- 
ing bones of living fowls to tho human 
face. One of his earlier operations was 
conducted in a stuffy little Harlem flat. 
His patient was stretched on tho table un- 
der ether; her face was laid open nnd 
streaming blood, but the duck, not receiv- 
ing due attont&in, had escaped unnoticed 
from the assistant. "Now, doctor," said 
Dr. Weir to a digniflcd participant, "oblige 
me by half killing that bird and let mo 
have about three inches from Its breast- 
bone for this girl's nose." 


Amid tho grewsome surroundings thero 


v,-( re ten minutes of vigorous exercise in 
catching the bird and reducing it to a 
state of insensibility. Since then he has 
dispensed with live birds and has turned 


j his*attention to gutta percha, rubber, sil- 
j ver and gold for nose bridges. 
All these 


failed because elix-trical action was gener- 
ated requiring further operations. Finally 
pure aluminium was resorted to with sat- 
isfactory results. Now the nose bone is 
made of that metal. 


It has a stout hook at tho upper end, by 


which it is secured to tho base, of the fore- 
head, while the other end is held out from 
the lace by two short legs, terminating in 
sharp spikes, which are anchored in the 
bono. There is no necessity for ugly scar.s, 
because the operation is carried on entire- 
ly beneath tho skin. A long incision is 
made under the upper lip above the teeth, 
so that the whole (lap of the face can be 
turned back like a mask or sn old glove. 
Thou, when the metal framework is se- 
cured, tho sklu is drawn down again, and 
tho nose tissue is shaped into a Grecian, 
Itoman. or pug nose, as desired. 


f even years ago Dr. Wi-ir got his first 


ideas from French publications, but ban 
since made many modiiicatlons and im- 
provements. 
Other prominent surgeons 


havo followed bis example, such as Dr. 
Abbe, Dr. Powers of Denver and Dr. 
Kni«ht. The operation is comparathely 
simple, and all havo succeeded in restoring 
noses, which, if they arc not of service in 
distinguishing bad odors from good, are 
ut least Ixxmtiful in looking natural.—New 
York Tribune. 


Sailors In tho Small. Boat. 


It i.} a curious fact that few seamen can 


h;uulle a small boat with facility. This ap- 
'jlies chiody to thr crews of sailing craft, 
us the large steamship corporations long 
ago i-eali/.ed this fulling among Bailors and 
instituted a series of boat drills on their 
steamships that have been productive of 
excellent results. Knowledge of the work- 
ings of small boats is 11 requisite that ev- 
ery seaman should paswis, ;,nd young men 
intending to follow the hi-a for a li\clihood 
should acquire it before they tread the 
decks of u vessel, as they will have but lit- 
tle opportunity aftorv.ard. 


The wise forethought of steamship cor- 


porations in having their crews drilled 
saved many lives at the wreck of tho 
steamer Denmark, as something like 7IH 
persons worn transferred from her to the 
Missouri without u .sin-Tie accident in mld- 
oeeaii during a heavy swell. It follows, 
therefore, that those who seek recreation 
on the water would do well not to go in 
any boat unless it Is in charge of un expe- 
rienced boat man and is amply supplied 
with life preservers. Bouts ought to be 
ballasted with fre«h water in small casks, 
instead of stones or iron, so that, in Tho 
event of being capsi/cd, the ballast may 
help to keep them afloat. A young man 
who may have been only a very few times 
in n boat, under 1'avoniblo circumstances, 
assumes he can manage one. lie makes up 
a party, the wind freshens or a squall en- 
sues, ho loses his head, a capsize takes 
place, the boat sinks, and the chances ;iro 
that he, and his companions will bo drown 
ed. TJiosowho go boat sailing ought to 
leave-as little to chance as possible.—Har- 
per *s Hound Table. 


A SAD ACCIDENT. 


Libations and Perfumes. 


In the liliations of the Greeks, Kgyp- 


tnins and others perfume was largely used. 
Herodotus mentions the incident of l,hc 1-i 
kings of Egypt who were offering .sacrifice 
in the temple of Vulc.in. At the door of 
the temple, on the gi-e*it altar, wore laid 
bundles of bandaHvood and cinnamon. 
Upon these the wierificiul boar was stretch- 
ed, the tiro lighted, pastils of incense 
thrown in and the smoku and "nidrous 
smells" rofc high to heaven. Then into 
th" inner courts marched the royal proces- 
sion, preceded by incense burners, who 
bore golden salvers, and by the smaller 
altar the kings knelt in prayer. The priest, 
rising, sprinkled consecrated perfume over 
them and brought forth the golden beak- 
ers for libation. But tho old man, a little 
muddle headed, counted 11 cups as 12. 
Psanmictichus, who was left without, took 
off his brass helmet, and in that offered 
the perfumed wini to Vulcan, the fire. god. 
Previous to this tho Oracle had declared 
that ho who offered a libation in a cup of 
brass should be sole king of Egypt. 
Un- 


consciously Psiiinmetichns had fulfilled 
the condition, and he was therewith pro- 
claimed lAng.—London Society.

THE WORLD'S BELLS. 


CAPABLE OF MAKING A CHAIN OF 


SOUND AROUND THE GLOBE. 


How Monotypes Aro Itrsule. 


One of the most interesting of nil tho 


minor forms of the graphic arts is the 
monotypp, which, by reason of the ele- 
ment, of accident in tbe ro«nU, some- 
times reveals an unexpected beauty of ef- 
fect. Tho process is simple. It consists in 
painting a picture with plftTo printers' ink 
on n metal plate. The plate is then put in 
a press, a sheet of moistened paper i.-f laid 
upon it, and the roller is applied. Tho ink 
painting is directly transferred to the pa- 
per, and the print gives the artist's draw- 
Ing reversed. Unlike essays in etching, or 
nny of tbe processes of engraving, mezzo- 
tint, or lithograph, n painter may work 
with tbe tools he is accustomed to—brush- 
es. He may vary his methods by faking 
out, lights with a rag, with his fingers, or 
with soft wood points, but he is not ham- 
pered by new tools or by difficulties con- 
cerning the preparation of the plate or the 
printing from it. There an- no acids, no 
bitings, no first, second or third states, no 
expert printer to be depended upon, as in 
etching. It is in no sense a reproductive 
process, for the painting is entirely trans- 
ferred to the paper in printing, l(«ving the 
plate blank.—William A. Coffin in Cen- 
tury. 


Foreign Flags In America. 


The first fiftg to float over American soil 


was the royal standard of Isaliella., embla- 
zoned with the arms of Castile and Loon. 
A white flag with a green cross was its 
companion. 
Some years after Columbus 


landed at San Salvador the Cnbots plant- 
ed tho banner of England and of St. Mark 
of Venice on tho eastern shore of North 
America. In the 400 years that have inter- 
vened since a variety of national flags have 
waved where now only the stars and 
stripes is the accepted emblem. Ovrr Tex- 
as have floated the French, Spanish, Eng- 
lish, American and Confederate; in Lou- 
isiana, the lilies of France, tho Spanish 
flag, tho tricolor, the American and Con- 
federate flogs; In California, Spanish, Mex- 
ican, Russian and American.—New York 
Journal.

BABOON SOLDIERS. 


Bella That Aro faiuon* i'or One Thing or 


Another—Tlio Vlllela of Spain, the Au- 
gelun, the Dig Uiiruug B«H of IJussIa, 
Our Own liberty Uell and Trinity Chimed. 


1 There IB a chime of bells which, If rutig 
one after another in longitudinal sealf, 
would reach around the world. Tho bells 
hang iu different countries and have each 
a separate history. This, told chronologic- 
ally, would give a record of the world, for 
the tolls reach back to tho early Egyptians 
and the days of bondage. Taken separate- 
ly they mark historic epochs. 


Our own Liberty bell Is one of tho 


chime. It crocked ringing for independ- 
ence—that blessed craek that is its proudest) 
marking—but its sound is still sweetest 
music. Before tho moment it crocked for 
joy that bell could be heard far and wide, 
and its peal easily reached tbe outskirts of 
the young republic of which it was tho 
proud spokesman. 


Spain bus a bell that is its prophet. It 


is its soothsayer, oraclo and guide. This 
bell, the famous Villela, has hung for cen- 
turies in the historic castle, keeping watch 
over the ruitlon. 


It is the most celebrated bell in Europe, 


though not proud or handsome. Its fame 
rests not so much upon its notes, though 
^;r-so arc high pitched, soft and clear, nor 
upon its size, for there aro othor bells in 
.Spain much larger, but upon its person- 
ality. 
"Tho Bells of the Tower" have been 


noted for centuries as having a power of 
their own. "King out, wild bells," means 
that tho bells havo it within them to tell 
terror. And "Chime, yo bells," means 
they can speak for joy. The bell ringer 
does tho best he can for them, but it is 
true thw bells add a force of their own. 


Tho Villela is a Spanish bell that, for 


years lias foretold any Impending trouble 
to tbe nation. \Vlien the father of little 
Alpbonso died, the Villela begun tolling 
in tbo night and tolled until morning 
Hght. In tho ten years' Cuban war tho 
bell struck awful tones on the nights of 
defeats. And when great fires ha\e touch- 
ed the castle and sickness or insurrection 
threatened the throne tho Villela has lU't- 
cd up its voice in sudden, loud warning. 


Russia. b;i.-i a coronation bell. 
It is the 


largest in the world and weighs fiOO.OOO 
pounds. Its sound has never IKVII bound- 
ed, timl it is said, like the emperor's voice, 
to roach to heaven. It hangs in the Krem- 
lin. It is tbe emperor's bell and is rung 
only in honor of him. At tho corona! ion it 
peulcd forth as the emperor cntored the 
church, and its voice announced the con- 
clusion of the ceremony to the whole of 
Russia. 
The coronation bell is rung by a 


bell ringer blessed by tho emperor, tbe head 
of the church. Tbe iK.-Jlringerdois no oth- 
er work and is al\vi.ys on duty to tell tbo 
important events in the family of tbo em- 
peror. 


lie is pensioned. He rings when his 


majesty goes to church, and in case of the 
death of a Knssiiin monarch the Kremlin 
bell tolls roii'-'taiitly between the death and 
the time of 1ho funciM. 


Sinco Russia is tbo home of bells, it is 


not wonderful that, it should bold the 
largest unrung bell in the world. Tills 
hull now makis a building in the Krem- 
lin. 
It was cast two centuries uizo, but 


was found too heavy to remove from tho 
pit. 


Tbe Russian monarchs, one after tuvtb- 


er, tried to have it lifted, and hundreds of 
livcH were sacrificed Jn the shifting pit of 
sand. Finally fete inter\ened. A raging 
llro broke out and heated the bell in tbe 
pit. A quantity of cold water flowed in 
around it, and a great, piece, the si/o of a 
door, v.;w broken out,. Tho Russian King 
immediately ordered it lifted to a ] edestul 
and set within tho Kremlin, where it. is 
sometimes used as n temple. Its walls are 
2 feec thick, and it is 20 feet high. 


Tbe "dearest; bells" in France aro the 


Artfrelus, ninde famom by Millet, and tho 
bells of Notre Dame. Mlllet'sson still lives 
in tho little home overlooking; the stone 
church where the Angelas bell hangs, and 
every night, he troe? out to hear it toll, 
while tbo pea«nnts Iwv their heads and 
say praj'ers. 
Tbo bells of Notre, Dame are 


tho largest, bells of sweetness in tbe world. 
One of them weighs :!,">,000 pounds. 
Tho 


milker who cast it would never disclose 
the secret of its loud, sweet tone. 


The Japanese have the largest bells, but 


the crudest. 
So unskilled aro they that 


many of them will not rinp, and so they 
aro obliterated from tho Iis5 of bells. 
The 


best bells uro a mixture of copper and Tin, 
with-Ji hammer one-twentieth tho weight 
of tho IK-!!. Tbo Japanese bolls, even if 
cast correctly, have too small hammers, 
or they are cast to sound liko tin, and the 
hammer does not strike roundly. 
Olio of 


those, tho Littlo Giant, has never been 
weighed. It is said to weigh comparative- 
ly little, being of some light Japanese met- 
al, but it is ;i() fret across. It is used to an- 
nounce births and deaths in tho royal fam- 
ily. Its clapper is a small, elongated affair 
that strikes with a double sound, and the 
Littlo Giant Is easily recognized when 
heard. 


Tho bell of Notre Dame in Montreal is 


the largest bell in America, but not the 
sweetest. This attribute is claimed by tho 
biggest bell of Trinity's chime in New 
York, which is so surprising in its delica- 
cy and so penetrating in its purcness that 
rich and poor alike stand all night in all 
weather to hear it ring in the new year. 
The most inclement weather never keeps 
them away, and so demonstrative do they 
sometimes become at its sound that Trin- 
ity's rector has once or twice forbidden 
tho chime to ring at midnight. It; is cast 
in K flat. 


Tho countries of Turkey, Greece, Italy 


and Egypt have not many famous bel Is. 
Bells aro not In good repute there from 
•the fact that criminals wear them around 
tho neck find lepers are strung with them. 
In the temples the high priests decorate 
their robes with small, jangling Ixills, and 
this is another reason why bells cannot 
become common. In Turkey they are con- 
spicuously unpopular, and that country is 
the only one that positively forbids the 
ringing in of tho new year with bells. 


The first, Now Year's chimes were rung 


in England in 1500, and so quickly did the 
news of "them travel that poon every capi- 
tal of Europe had chimes. America has 
the most chimes of any country in tho 
world, and few cities of the, United States 
but have their chiming bells.—Cincinnati 
Commercial Tribune.

GEM3 HAVE DISEASES. 


Pome l.->so Color, Some Gradually 


an'<l Die, Otiii-rs Chip and Cr:icU. 


Gems have diseases just c.s men and 


women do, with this difference, thafc the 
inllrmitk's of • precious stones can rarely 
be otirul. Some gems deteriorate — grow 
old, in other words — and gradually Ixjcome 
lifeless. Po;»rls aro mosl< subject to this 
fate, and no means have been found to re- 
store them To life. 


Among infirmities to which pl'cfcious 


Ft ones are liable is one common to alt col- 
oivd stones, that of fading or losing color 
wh.-n Ion;; exposed to the light. The em- 
erald, The Ripphire and the ruby suffer the 
least, their eolol'M being us nearly perma- 
nent as colors eati bo, yet experiments 
made a few years ago In Paris and Berlin 
to determine the deterioration of colored 
gems through uxposimi showed that even 
these suffered, a ruby which had lain f-u- 
two years in a show window being percep- 
tibly lighter iu tint than its original mate, 
\vhich was kept iu tbe darkness. 


The causes of tho change are not very 


clear, even to expert chemists, but it is 
evident that the action of the light on the 
coloring matter of the gem effects u. deteri- 
oration, slow, but exceedingly sure. 


In tho ctiso of the garnet and topaz the 


change is more rapid than in that of the 
ruby and sapphire, but There is a curious 
difference in tbe result in topaz and gar- 
not, for while the latter grows lighter tbo 
lormer appears to become cloudy aiml dull 
iu hue, losing much of tbo brightness 
characteristic of a novrly cut gem. 


For ages the opal has hud the unenviable 


reputation of being the most unlucky of 
gems, and it is believed that the jewelers 
themselves were originally responsible for 
wine of the superstitions and hard luck 
•stories connected with it, since to tbo pol-, 
ishers nnd setters it is one of tho most 
troublesome gems on their list. 


Microtonisls say that the prismatic col- 


ors and flre oi the opal are due to myriads 
or minute cracks in the body of The stone, 
the edges of which reflect the light, at, dif- 
tcrcnT angles and give the lines so much 
admired. A stone full of cracks is liable 
to split hi two at any Time, and disasters 
of this kind, especially iu the process of 
grinding und polishing, have occurred so 
often That every gem polishing house has 
its store of hard luck stories in connection 
with the opal. 


After the g«\m is set and sold the load is 


taken off tho mind of the manufacturer 
u,nd transferred to that of the \srearer. 
Opals that have successfully passed the or- 
deals of grinding, polishing and setting do 
not, often cracX afterward, but, it Is best, 
not to expose t «'in To even the moderate 
heat invohed by The wearer sitting in 
front of an open J!-e, for the opal is com- 
posed principally of silicic acid, with from 
6 to Hi per ce.nt of water, a combination 
which renders then •very treacherous <>b- 
JOCTS. The idea that they are otherwise un- 
fortunate in Tbe senso that, they bring dis- 
aster to the wearer ruay bo di.--aiii.SieJ as 
superstitious. 


Of all precious ntoncp^ •'however, the opal 


is the most open to k' diseased. — jSo\\ 
York Herald.

Dead Letters. 


Just think of it—over 20,000 letters arc 


sent to the dead letter office, at Washing- 
ton each doy. They are from all sorts of 
people and from all parts of the world, 
arid in many cases they contain money or 
valuable papers. 


Twenty clerks arc employed to open 


these letters, and it ^jeeps them busy nil 
tho time. Tho object is to sec if they con- 
tain money, money orders, checks or any 
other article of value. If they do, every 
effort is made to return them to the sender. 


When a clerk finds money in a letter, ho 


immediately writes tho amount, tho date 
and his name on tbe back of the envelope, 
and it is then sent to another clerk, who 
studies the letter to find some clew by 
which tho money may bo returned. Some- 
times success crowns his efforts and some- 
times the puzzle cannot be solved. The ad- 
dress on the envelope, the name of the ex- 
amining clerk, (.he amount of money and 
tho date aro recorded, and the money is 
put aside for two years. At tho end of that 
Time, if no inquiry has been made for IT, 
it is sent to the United States treasury, 
where the owner, by furnishing conclusive 
proof that it is his property, may redeem 
it any time within four years of the day 
the treasurer received it.—Chicago Record.

If that is true, tho Assyrian loaf that win 
recently discovered by a French explorer 
ought to be 11 particularly desirable bit of 
nourishment. 


It is supposed to have been baked some- 


where about theycar 600 B. C. and was in 
excellent; condition when fonnd. Ho who 
should be fortunate or unfortunate enough 
to partake of that loaf ought not to lie 
troubled with indigestion. It in sufficient- 
ly stale to suit the most rigid upholder of 
a careful system of-dirt. 


The bread is bun shaped and wiw found 


wrapped in a eVjth in a tightly scaled sar- 
cophagus. 


Sonic decidedly ancient loaves were 


found a few years ago at Pompeii. An 
oven, well preserved, was unearthed, and 
in it were resting several charred loaves, 
upon which the baker's name wan ntill 
plainly to be seen. 


The bakers of Pompeii made their loaves 


round, with indentations that permitted 
them to bo broken into eight parts. Simi- 
lar loaves arc baked in the present day in 
Calabria and Sicily.—Youth's Companion.

Thus if a passenger 
goes twenty miles he will punch out 
twenty, etc, 
The object of this is that 


the passenger may readily see the num- 
ber of milea that have been taken off by 
the conductor. The conductors state 
when the newness of the innovation 
wears off, the arrangement will not then 
be a bother; it will rather , assist in the 
rapid and easy 
collection of fares.
